To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  1971, 
with  apologies  for  the  lateness  of  presenting  this  document  to  you.  However,  your 
officers  have  been  heavily  committed  during  the  past  year  with  not  only  an  in- 
creasing work  load  within  the  districts,  but  also  with  their  involvement  in  the 
future  Reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  the  mid-year  1971,  as  supplied 
by  the  Office  of  Population,  Censuses  and  Surveys,  is  6,620,  compared  with  an 
estimated  population  for  mid-1970  of  6,560.  This  therefore  indicates  a real  increase 
in  the  population  of  40.  This  is  the  first  indication  of  an  increase  in  the  population 
since  1965,  since  when  up  to  the  year  1971  there  was  a small,  but  gradual,  decrease 
in  the  population.  The  total  live  births  occurring  in  the  district  during  1971  was 
a total  of  94,  compared  with  79  births  during  1970,  giving  a corrected  birth  rate 
of  16.6,  compared  with  14.0  during  1970.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 

district  during  the  year  totalled  60,  compared  with  65  for  1970.  Therefore,  there 

was  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of  34.  The  increase  in  the  population  is 
made  up  of  34  births  in  excess  of  the  number  of  deaths  plus  6 migrants  into  the 
area.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  year  stands  at  8.8,  compart  with  9.6  for 
the  year  1970.  Therefore  dt  is  pleasing  to  report  the  three  facts  of  an  increase  in 
the  population,  a rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  a fall  in  the  death  rate.  The  infant 

mortality  is  down  compared  with  1970,  the  rate  for  1971  being  21  and  the  rate 

for  1970  being  38  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were 
2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  both  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under 
1 week  old,  both  being  associated  with  prematurity  and  the  evidence  indicates  that 
they  were  unavoidable. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  6,  com- 
pared with  39  in  the  previous  year,  although  during  1970  33  notifications  were  in 
respect  of  Measles,  whilst  in  1971  only  3 cases  of  Measles  occurred.  There  were 
no  cases  of  food  poisoning  or  Brucellosis  notified  during  the  year. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

I understand  that  the  West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water  Board 
will  soon  have  provided  main  supplies  to  all  areas  which  can  be  provided  at  a 
reasonable  cost  and  making  allowance  for  available  grants.  The  number  of  pro- 
p>erties  at  present  dependent  on  sources  other  than  treated  main  water  is  about 
400,  which  represents  17%  of  the  houses  in  the  area.  A number  of  these  houses 
are  within  range  of  a main  supply  and  are  gradually  being  connected.  Where 
mains  water  is  available  and  application  is  made  for  grant  aid  house  improvement, 
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a condition  is  laid  down  that  mains  water  be  supplied.  Although  there  are  a few 
standpipes  in  use,  these  are  gradually  becoming  fewer  in  number.  Therefore  I 
am  pleased  to  report  the  progress  being  made  in  respect  of  the  supply  of  satis- 
factory water  supply  into  the  district. 

Public  Water  Supplies 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Water  Board  in  connection  with  the 
purity  of  water  supplied  and  the  Board’s  Officers  continue  to  act  promptly  and 
effectively  when  samples  reveal  the  need  for  action  to  be  taken.  Such  occasions 
are  rare,  but  occasionally  supplies  fall  below  standard.  The  unsatisfactory  samples 
examined  bacteriologically  of  public  water  supplies  were  due  to  local  contamina- 
tion in  respect  of  work  being  done  to  the  mains  supply,  but  in  no  cases  was  there 
evidence  that  organisms  likely  to  cause  disease  in  humans  was  present  at  any  time. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Progress  is  being  made  in  connection  with  the  Council’s  scheme  of  improve- 
ment for  all  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  area.  During  the  year  substantial  pro- 
gress was  made  at  Trefnant  and  work  commenced  at  Mairwen.  Up  to  the  time 
of  writing  it  is  regretted  that  no  solution  has  been  found  to  deal  with  the  problem 
at  Glascoed.  It  would  seem  that  the  only  solution  here  will  be  to  construct  a new 
plant  to  serve  the  small  number  of  houses  involved. 

Milk  Supplies 

Samples  continue  to  be  taken  with  a view  to  checking  the  incidence  of  brucel- 
losis. There  appears  to  be  much  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the  eradication  of 
brucellosis  and  its  transmission  to  humans  through  milk  supply.  The  high  per- 
centage of  positive  samples  from  a small  number  of  milk  samples  indicates  the 
need  for  constant  vigilance  in  connection  with  this  disease.  The  County  Health 
Department  is  responsible  for  action  in  connection  with  infected  herds  so  far  as 
the  supply  of  milk  for  human  consumption  is  concerned.  The  disease  in  animals 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  The  Incentive  Scheme  for  clean  herds  is  probably  helping  to 
reduce  the  number  of  infected  herds,  but  so  far  Denbighshire  is  not  included  in 
the  Government  Eradication  Scheme.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  80%  of 
herds  are  clear  in  Denbighshire.  The  disease  in  humans  is  most  unpleasant  and 
not  readily  diagnosed  and  complete  eradication  from  dairy  herds  continues  to  be 
the  objective  of  all  concerned. 

All  too  soon  Reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health 
Service  will  be  upon  us  with  the  beginning  of  an  evolutionary  process,  which 
will  radically  reshape  the  public  services,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  Health 
Services.  The  District  Councils  have  a record  of  which  they  can  be  justly  proud 
in  preserving  the  integrity  of  the  public  health.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  whatever 
evolves  from  reorganisation  that  environmental  health  will  be  given  its  proper 
place  and  the  resources  to  maintain  the  high  standards  achieved  in  the  past. 

I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Council  for  your 
advice  and  support  during  the  year  and  my  fellow  officers  of  the  Authority  and 
in  particular,  Mr.  Levesley.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Denbighshire  County  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948.  The 
Ambulance  Control  is  situated  at  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  day  to  day  administration 
of  this  service  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

17  ambulances  are  under  my  control,  operating  in  West  Denbighshire,  the 
service  being  operated  by  a staff  of  full-time  drivers  and  attendants. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a service  designed  to  assist  all  con- 
cerned in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infection.  Over  fifty  Laboratories 
are  located  throughout  England  and  Wales.  The  Laboratory  which  serves  West 
Denbighshire  is  situated  at  Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway. 

The  routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main  headings: 

(a)  Medical  specimens,  and  (b)  Sanitary  specimens.  The  m^ical  specimens  are 
submitted  for  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  bacterial  and  viral  infections.  Sanitary 
specimens  include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream,  egg 
products  and  fresh  fish,  etc. 

In  addition,  the  work  of  the  service  includes  not  only  the  investigation  of  out- 
breaks of  infectious  disease,  but  also  the  study  and  distribution  and  behaviour  of 
various  infectious  agents. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  cream  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith,  the 
Director  of  the  Conway  Laboratory,  for  his  ready  assistance  and  valuable  advice 
and  co-operation  to  us. 

Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents 

German  Measles:  Gamma  Globulin  obtainable  from  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway  (Tel:  Conway  2478). 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for  prophylactic  use  only, 
held  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel:  Royal 
3636). 

Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Liverpool. 

Anthrax  anti-serum  is  held  at  the  C.  and  A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel:  Bangor 
3321)  and  the  Maelor  General  Hospital,  Wrexham  (Tel:  Wrexham  3542). 

Snake  anti-venom  and  also  Botulinum  anti-serum  are  held  at  the  C.  and  A. 
Hospital,  Bangor,  and  the  Maelor  General  Hospital,  Wrexham. 

Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dispensary,  Royal  South 
Hants,  and  Southampton  Hospital,  Southampton  (Tel:  Southampton  26211):  24- 
hour  service. 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Centre,  Hatton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel:  Central  8433)  and  inoculations  are  given 
by  appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  must  be  obtained 
through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Smallpox  vaccine  lymph  is  obtainable  from  the  Health  Department,  Civic 
Centre,  Colwyn  Bay  (Tel:  55271). 

Concern  has  b^n  expressed  by  certain  members  of  the  public  in  respect  of 
anti-venom  for  tropical  snakes  due  to  the  presence  of  a relatively  large  Zoo  in 
the  area.  However,  I am  able  to  report  that  no  venomous  reptiles  are  kept  at  this 
establishment. 

Pathological  and  Biochemical 

Doctors  may  send  specimens  likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl.  Information  concerning  such 
specimens  is  not  normally  received  unless  the  results  is  related  to  the  public  health 
or  community  health  problem,  in  which  case  the  Medical  Officer  receives  the  full 
co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Pathologist  and  the  General  Practitioner  concerned 
with  the  case. 
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PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION 


Smallpox  Vaccination 

20  persons  received  primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  during  the  year, 
compared  with  36  persons  during  the  previous  year,  while  3 persons  were  re- 
vaccinated  by  this  agent. 

Triple  Antigen  (Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus) 

81  children  were  given  a primary  course  of  triple  antigen  during  the  year,  whilst 
8 children  were  given  booster  doses.  This  compares  with  44  children  who  were 
given  primary  doses  during  1970,  whilst  58  children  received  booster  doses.  How- 
ever, with  the  change  of  schedule  and  the  introduction  of  Measles  vaccine,  booster 
doses  are  no  longer  given  to  children  in  the  scond  year  of  life,  therefore,  it  is 
inevitable  that  the  number  of  booster  doses  given  will  show  some  fluctuation. 

Poliomyelitis 

43  persons  received  a primary  course  of  this  agent  during  the  year,  whilst  29 
persons  received  booster  doses. 

Measles  Vaccination 

3 1 children  were  given  vaccination  against  Measles  during  the  year. 

Rubella  Vaccination 

This  agent  is  given  to  girls  aged  13  to  protect  them  from  Rubella  or  German 
Measles,  the  purpose  of  this  being  that  German  Measles  is  one  of  the  greatest 
known  causes  of  malformed  or  handicapped  children  should  the  mother  suffer 
from  the  disease,  particularly  during  the  early  weeks  of  pregnancy,  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  vaccination  of  schoolgirls  will  lead  to  one  of  the  the  greatest 
breakthroughs  in  lowering  the  incidence  of  handicap  in  children  yet  known.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Conversion  to  a paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  was  completed  during 
the  year.  The  system  is  in  operation  in  the  built-up  areas  only.  Individual  farms 
and  a number  of  other  premises  remain  with  ordinary  dustbins. 

Caravan  sites  are  supplied  with  plastic  liners  for  bins. 

1,700  free-standing  units  have  been  provided  for  houses  and  50  fixed-head  units 
in  new  property  where  special  provision  has  been  made  for  this  type  of  fitting. 
These  are  emptied  weekly.  Extra  sacks  are  delivered  where  necessary,  and  the 
number  of  sacks  averages  2,300  a week. 

The  total  figure  shown  for  bins  collected  includes  all  types  of  containers. 


TIP  SITES 

The  tip  sites  at  Pentre  Uchaf,  Llannefydd  and  Plas  Newydd  Quarry  are  both 
in  use  alternatively.  The  latter  in  the  winter  only.  Space  is  becoming  limited  but 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  establish  a new  tip  at  the  present  time.

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FOOD  HYGIENE 


Further  attention  has  been  given  to  food  hygiene  in  shops  and  catering  premises. 

There  are  only  24  shops  in  the  district,  thirteen  licensed  houses,  1 licensed  club 
and  6 cafes,  one  being  a fried  fish-and-chip  shop.  The  above  figures  include  5 
butchers  shops,  one  of  which  is  open  part-time  only.  Premises  are  generally  well 
maintained.  Informal  approaches  re  unsatisfactory  conditions  have  been  made  to 
the  owners  of  two  licensed  premises,  but  so  far  there  has  been  no  need  to  ask 
the  Council  to  consider  statutory  action. 

Three  of  the  larger  caravan  sites  in  the  district  have  small  grocery  stores 
which  open  seasonally  and  which  are  additional  to  the  above. 

A number  of  mobile  shops  also  operate  in  the  district  but  none  has  been  found 
deficient  in  requirements  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Milk  and  ice  cream  samples  are  taken  regularly  and  the  results  of  such  samples 
indicate  that  the  position  regarding  these  articles  of  Food  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

Probably  much  more  requires  to  be  done  in  this  field  and  with  the  change  in 
district  boundaries,  a more  detailed  supervision  of  food  supplies  may  be  possible 
with  investigation  into  shelf  life  of  packaged  foods  and  condition  of  food  generally 
as  sold  in  shops  and  prepared  for  meals. 


CARAVANS 

Planning  Approval  to  one  new  caravan  site  was  given  during  the  year,  and 
one  or  two  refused. 

There  were  no  complaints  regarding  the  conduct  of  sites  during  the  year  and 
in  general,  sites  were  well  kept. 

Maintenance  of  adequate  fire  fighting  equipment  appeared  to  be  the  greatest 
difficulty. 

Complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  one  permanently  occupied  caravan 
in  Moelfre,  which  was  sited  on  a lay-by.  This  caravan,  however,  left  the  site 
voluntarily.  Apart  from  this  isolated  instance,  there  were  no  reported  instances  of 
permanently  occupied  caravans  in  the  area  being  used  without  a site  licence. 

There  seems  to  be  no  decrease  in  the  popularity  of  caravan  holidays,  but  there 
appears  to  be  a difference  in  emphasis  in  that  the  requirements  of  the  touring 
caravan  are  becoming  more  apparent.  The  need  for  forming  caravan  sites  in  the 
area  has  been  considered  by  the  Council.  In  the  Council’s  view  the  need  for 
accommodating  touring  caravans  could  readily  be  met  by  extending  the  present 
provision  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  to  enable  farmers 
to  site  up  to  five  caravans  on  farms  for  the  complete  summer  holiday  season.  The 
sites  should  be  approved  by  the  County  Planning  Committee  and  a standard  form 
of  advertising  sign  could  be  placed  at  the  entrance  to  each  farm. 

This  would  encourage  a closer  relationship  between  local  and  other  people  and 
would  not  give  rise  to  the  establishment  of  permanent  sites,  which  for  the  most 
part  are  completely  out  of  touch  with  the  local  community. 

There  would  be  an  economic  advantage  to  farmers  which  would  assist  the 
farming  industry. 

There  may  be  objections  from  the  farming  community  itself  in  certain  cases  due 
to  the  prospect  of  people  being  given  additional  access  to  the  countryside  with  a 
consequent  possibility  of  damage  to  crops  and  disturbance  of  animals. 

It  is  felt,  however,  that  this  would  not  be  so,  as  the  farmers  themselves  would 
have  complete  control  over  whether  or  not  caravans  were  admitted  to  their  farms.

1971  saw  a substantial  advance  in  the  Council’s  housing  programme.  Houses 
and  bungalows  were  completed  as  follows  during  the  year: 

14  houses  at  Bryn  Rhys,  Gian  Conway. 

11  bungalows  at  Betws-yn-Rhos,  which  with  the  existing  bungalows  justified 
provision  for  a resident  Warden. 

8 bungalows  at  Groes. 

3 bungalows,  4 houses  at  Llannefydd. 

The  bungalows  provided  with  electric  warm  air  heating  have  proved  to  be 
ideal  accommodation  for  the  elderly. 

The  housing  schemes  now  in  progress  at  Llansannan  and  Bryn  Ewin  and  the 
proposed  schemes  at  Cefn  and  Trefnant  should  complete  the  Council’s  programme. 

The  need  for  houses  has  been  met  and  it  is  anticipated  that  renovation  of 
existing  property  will  be  further  encouraged.  Applications  for  Improvement  Grant 
continue  and  the  total  number  of  houses  improved  forms  a most  satisfactory  per- 
centage of  the  total  housing  stock  in  the  area.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aled  Rural  Distoict  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Jenkins  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  1972.  This  is  presented  concurrently  with  the  report  for  1971. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  the  mid-year  1972,  as  supplied  by 
the  Registrar-General,  is  6,700,  compared  with  an  estimated  population  of  6,620 
for  mid-year  1971.  This  shows  a real  increase  of  the  population  of  98  during  the 
year  and  an  increase  in  the  population  of  140  compared  with  1969.  The  total  live 
births  for  the  area  during  the  year  amounts  to  80,  giving  a corrected  birth  rate  of 
13.9.  The  birth  rate  for  1971  was  16.6,  representing  94  total  live  births.  The  number 
of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  65,  giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  9.4. 
Therefore  there  was  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of  29,  indicating  that  69 
persons  migrated  into  the  district  during  the  year.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  shows 
a fall  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  present  rate  is  5%  of  total  live  births, 
the  national  figure  standing  at  8%.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no 
infant  deaths  during  the  year  and  therefore  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  nil. 


Infectious  Diseases 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  district  was  higher  than  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  diseases  notified  in  all  ages  was  25,  compared 
with  6 for  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  19  notifications  were  in  respect  of  measles. 
The  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  occurred  in  a child  between  the  age  of 
1 and  5 years.  An  investigation  revealed  that  it  was  contracted  outside  of  the 
district. 


Water  Supplies 

Last  year’s  report  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  West  Denbighshire  and  West 
Flintshire  Water  Board  would  soon  provide  all  areas  with  water  and  this  progress 
has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under  review. 

A small  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  from  public  supplies  were  obtained, 
but,  as  usual,  the  Water  Board  took  vigorous  action  to  remedy  this  matter,  and 
again  it  was  found  that  the  contamination  was  due  to  local  contamination. 
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Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council’s  programme  for  the  rebuilding  of  sewage  works  in  the  district  has 
continued.  The  work  at  Trefnant  is  progressing  most  satisfactorily  and  it  is  antici- 
pated that  the  new  works  will  be  complete  and  will  be  commissioned  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 


Glascoed,  Cefn 

A pumping  scheme  has  been  approved  whereby  sewage  from  Glascoed  will  be 
pump^  to  a new  disposal  works  at  Marli.  This  scheme  means  that  both  Marli 
and  Glascoed  areas  will  be  provided  with  a modern  disposal  unit,  which  will 
provide  a most  satisfactory  solution  to  a probletm  which  has  caused  concern  over 
many  years. 


Llanfair  Village 

The  works  serving  this  village  are  to  be  rebuilt  and  the  problems  of  flooding 
will  be  dealt  with. 


Gian  Conway 

The  Aled  Council  have  now  given  instructions  for  the  sewerage  scheme  to 
proceed.  This  scheme  is  to  include  Dolwydd  hamlet  and  the  existing  septic  tank 
there  will  be  done  away  with.  The  implementation  of  the  scheme  will  depend  on 
the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Llandudno  Junction.  This 
scheme  is  being  sponsored  by  Conway  Borough  Council.  The  discharge  of  crude 
sewage  into  the  Conway  estuary,  which  has  continued  for  many  years,  will  be 
discontinued  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  shortly  be  started.  The 
discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  tidal  waters  cannot  be  accepted  and  it  is  generally 
agreed  that  schemes  of  this  nature  must  receive  the  highest  priority. 


Sewage  Disposal  Works  Generally 

Minor  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  all  the  sewage  disposal  works 
throughout  the  district  and  during  1973  and  1974  the  whole  of  the  sewage  disposal 
works  in  the  Aled  Rural  District  will  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards.  Sewerage 
facilities  are  already  adequate  for  the  whole  district.

A start  was  made  during  the  year  to  re-organise  the  Clinics  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Sheldon  Report.  This  will  enable  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staff  to  concentrate  more  on  development  paediatrics,  i.e.,  to  carry  out 
a more  comprehensive  examination  at  the  earliest  age  possible  to  discover  early 
deviations  from  normal  and  establish  closer  links  with  the  services  of  the  Con- 
sultant Paediatrician  for  the  area. 


DAY  NURSERY 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  area,  but  there  is  a Play  Group  at  the  Village 
Hall,  Llansannan. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Denbighshire  County  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948.  The 
Ambulance  Control  is  situated  at  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  day  to  day  administration 
of  this  service  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

15  ambulances  are  under  my  control,  operating  in  West  Denbighshire,  the 
service  being  operated  by  a staff  of  full-time  drivers  and  attendants.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a service  designed  to  assist  all  con- 
cerned in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infection.  Over  fifty  Laboratories 
are  located  throughout  England  and  Wales.  The  Laboratory  which  serves  West 
Denbighshire  is  situated  at  Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway. 

The  routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main  headings: 

(a)  Medical  specimens,  and  (b)  Sanitary  specimens.  The  medical  specimens  are 
submitted  for  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  bacterial  and  viral  infections.  Sanitary 
specimens  include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream,  egg 
products  and  fresh  fish,  etc. 

In  addition,  the  work  of  the  service  includes  not  only  the  investigation  of  out- 
breaks of  infectious  disease,  but  also  the  study  and  distribution  and  behaviour  of 
various  infectious  agents. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  cream  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith,  the 
Director  of  the  Conway  Laboratory,  for  his  ready  assistance  and  valuable  advice 
and  co-operation  to  us. 

Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents 

German  Measles:  Gamma  Globulin  obtainable  from  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway  (Tel:  Conway  2478). 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for  prophylactic  use  only, 
held  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel:  Royal 
3636). 

Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Liverpool. 

Anthrax  anti-serum  is  held  at  the  C.  and  A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel:  Bangor 
3321)  and  the  Maelor  General  Hospital,  Wrexham  (Tel:  Wrexham  3542). 

Snake  anti-venom  and  also  Botulinum  anti-serum  are  held  at  the  C.  and  A. 
Hospital,  Bangor,  and  the  Maelor  General  Hospital,  Wrexham. 

Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dispensary,  Royal  South 
Hants,  and  Southampton  Hospital,  Southampton  (Tel:  Southampton  26211):  24- 
hour  service. 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Centre,  Hatton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel:  Central  8433)  and  inoculations  are  given 
by  appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  must  be  obtained 
through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Smallpox  vaccine  lymph  is  obtainable  from  the  Health  Department,  Civic 
Centre,  Colwyn  Bay  (Tel:  55271). 

Concern  has  been  expressed  by  certain  members  of  the  public  in  respect  of 
anti-venom  for  tropical  snakes  due  to  the  presence  of  a relatively  large  Zoo  in 
the  area.  However,  I am  able  to  report  that  no  venomous  reptiles  are  kept  at  this 
establishment. 

Pathological  and  Biochemical 

Doctors  may  send  specimens  likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl.  Information  concerning  such 
specimens  is  not  normally  received  unless  the  results  is  related  to  the  public  health 
or  community  health  problem,  in  which  case  the  Mdical  Officr  receives  the  full 
co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Pathologist  and  the  General  Practitioner  concerned 
with  the  case. 
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PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION 


Smallpox  Vaccination 

Routine  smallpox  vaccination  has  now  been  discontinued  on  a national  policy. 
This  is  due  to  the  success  of  the  eradication  programme  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  coupled  with  the  recognition  for  detection  of  cases  imported  into 
this  country  and  the  established  procedures  to  protect  contacts  and  the  general 
public  should  an  infected  person  by  some  mischance  enter  the  country.  Also,  it  is 
felt  that  in  modern  times  the  risks,  though  small,  from  routine  smallpox  vaccina- 
tion, in  the  form  of  complications,  are  far  greater  than  the  threat  of  infection  in 
the  individual. 

Triple  Antigen  (Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus) 

During  the  year  107  children  received  a primary  course  with  this  agent  and 
40  children  in  the  older  age  group  were  given  booster  doses  of  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  combined. 

Poliomyelitis 

74  primary  doses  were  received  by  children  during  the  year  and  31  booster 
doses  were  given. 

Measles  Vaccination 

23  children  were  immunised  with  this  agent  during  their  second  year  of  life 
during  the  year. 

Rubella 

10  females  in  the  13  year  age  group  were  vaccinated  against  Rubella  during 
the  year.  This  agent  is  given  to  protect  the  young  female  population  from  con- 
tracting German  Measles,  the  significance  being  in  that  German  Measles  in  a 
pregnant  woman,  particularly  during  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy,  is  a 
potent  factor  in  causing  malformations  and  handicapping  conditions  in  the  new 
born  child.  It  is  hoped  that  the  widespread  use  and  acceptance  of  this  agent  will 
be  a very  significant  factor  in  reducing  the  number  of  handicapped  children  born 
into  the  community.

The  comparison  in  costs  over  the  past  5 years  shows  a gradual  increase  annually 
but  the  comparison  between  1962  and  1972  seems  somewhat  staggering  until  one 
analyses  the  situation  in  a rational  manner. 

In  the  1962  Annual  Report  the  Council’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  extreme 
pressure  that  this  service  was  labouring  under  and  the  increasing  difficulty  of 
maintaining  a fortnightly  collection  (it  must  also  be  remembered  that  quite  a few 
properties  during  this  period  only  received  a monthly  collection). 

In  1963  the  Council  re-organised  the  collection  and  disposal  service  and  it  was 
in  1963  that  the  foundations  were  laid  which  lead  up  to  the  present-day  system  of 
a weekly  paper  sack  collection,  with  the  exception  of  a few  properties  which  are 
subject  to  a fortnightly  service. 

In  our  opinion  if  the  Council  had  continued  with  the  old  system  of  collection 
in  galvanised  dustbins,  at  least  4 manned  vehicles  would  be  required  to  maintain 
a service  on  present-day  standards,  which  naturally  means  an  increased  staffing 
structure.  As  it  is  the  existing  two  vehicles  have  sufficed  and  although  their  main- 
tenance expense  is  on  the  excessive  side  (approximately  £800.00  for  the  year  under 
review)  this  expenditure  is  very  reasonable  when  one  compares  it  against  the 
present  day  costs  of  new  purpose  made  refuse  vehicles  for  which,  incidentally,  we 
cannot  see  any  foreseeable  future  in  rural  areas  where  the  paper  sack  method  of 
Refuse  Collection  has  been  implemented.
